ARTICLE ON SOCIALIST ECONOMIC VALUE-FORM CAUSES CONTROVERSY 
Dismissals from Inetitute, SED 
Weat Berlin DER TAGESSPIEGEL in German 27 May 81 p 13 


[Report by “lic”: “Purges Among CDR Philosophers--Expulsions from Party at CDR 
Academy of Sciences." Excerpts from the article by Ruben and Wagner cited below 
follow this West German report) 


[Text] At the Central Inetitute for Philosophy of the GDR Academy of Sciences, 
there is presently taking place a purge that so far has involved five members of 
the institute. All of these individuals have been expelled from the Central 
Institute's SED base organization and at present there is no telling whether in 
consequence of the expulsion from the Party the individuals concerned will also be 
prohibited from writing and publishing or whether the cases will be treated as 
breaches of discipline, thus entailing less serious consequences. In the GDR, the 
Central Institute at the Academy of Sciences is the authoritative institution in 
the field of philosophy. 


ye purge was triggered by an article by Dr Peter Ruben--a philosopher and Hegel 
expert well-known in the West as well--which Ruben had written in collaboration 
with Prof Hans Wagner--an economist teaching at Humboldt University--and which was 
published in the DEUTSCHE ZEITSCHRIFT FUER PHILOSOPHIE. Essentially, this article 
i. concerned with a problem that is being discussed in the GDR at various levels-- 
namely the question how one can improve the economic utilization of innovations. 
The prevailing Marxist doctrine proceeds from the assumption that within the frame- 
work of socialist communal ownership equivalent values are exchanged. In his 
article, Ruben examines exactly how the economic value principle functions in the 
socialist system, since in this system there is no market in which individual pro- 
dvcere could compete with each oter. 


in the capitalist system, innovations make themselves felt by the fact that in the 
market some enterprises suddenly make a profit, while others incur losses. In a 
scctalist planned economy, on the other hand, the workers constituting the societal 
aggregate producer exchange products, and the corresponding equilibrium is seen to 
be based on value equivalence. In his controversial article, Dr Ruben stated that 
in socialist societies, too, the value in an exchange of goods is not based on 
equivolents; to determine in the socialist system the value traded in a commodity 
exc ange and thus also the value of innovations, one should make maximum productiv- 
ity the basic criterion for the societal aggregate producer. Dr Ruben drew on 





mathematical formulas to support the proposal advanced in his highly theoretical 
article, 


Upon publication of the article, Imnetitute Director Prof Buhr--reacting unfavor- 
ably=-inatructed other experts to write critiques of Dr Ruben's arguments. These 
expert opinions--passing the verdict of "theoretical reformiem" on Dr Ruben--were 
circulated among the members of the inetitute. At the same time, the members were 
informed that anyone taking Peter Ruben's side in this dispute would have to expect 
to be dismissed. 


Western experts ere not yet able to say with any degree of certainty whether in 
taking this harsh approach Institute Director Buhr was prompted by fear of Dr Ruben 
as a dangerous competitor, who could someday contend with him for leadership i the 
institute or whether he was instructed by superior party organs to establish order 
and carry out a purge at the institute. If it were simply a question of rebukes 
for breaches of discipline, the conflict could have been settled without the--in 
the Communist framework rather sharp--accusation of “theoretical reformism." Dr 
Ruben was also accused of failure to report Western contacts (this merely concerns 
contacts with other philosophers), of factionaliem and of violation of the princi- 
ples of democratic centralisa. 


Of the 13 institute members who did not side against Ruben, 4 have been expelled 
from the party base organization. All of the members of the institute are at the 
Same time members of the SED, and the hierarchical structure of the SED base organ- 
ization is identical with that of the institute. Institute Director Prof Buhr also 
holds the post of chairman of the SED base organization. In case of conflict in 
the institute, the parties involved face the problem as to who they can turn to for 
support. When a research project proposed by Ruben had been rejected ‘wv Institute 
Director Buhr, Ruben had turned to Brumo Hartmann, industrial and agricultural 
inspector of the SED base organization; Hartmann on his part had not turned to Buhr 
with his request to clarify the matter, but to the next higher level of jurisdic- 
tion of the industrial and agricultural inspection agency. Consequently, Hartmann 
was accused of having violated the principles of democratic centralism and he was 
expelled from the SED base organization. Departmental Chairman Dr Camilla Warnke, 
Ruben's superior and a personal friend of his, refused roundly to condemn the 
theses advanced by Ruben. On account of this position, she was accused of sub- 
jectivism and likewise expelled from the Party. Staff member Roehr was likewise 
expelled from the SED base organization, since he too had brought the Ruben case 

to the attention of higher party authorities, which move was considered a violation 
of the principle of democratic centralisa. 


SED Group Secretary Haedtke--in charge of technical election procedures--likewise 
fell into disfavor, when he voted against the expulsion of Dr Ruben. Dr Ruben him- 
self--who had been spared in the March purge, because on account of illness he had 
not been avle formally to defend himself--was on 7 May expelled in absentia from 
the SED base organization. 


On account of these events, the chairman of the International Hegel Society, Prof 
Wilhelm Raimund Beyer, a Marxist, relinquished his position as non-resident member 
of the GDR Ace emy of Sciences. In reply to inquiries, Professor Beyer stated that 
his efforts to obtain ‘formation from the Academy's president in East Berlin in 
regard to the reasons underlying the expulsions had been to no avail. Beyer 








eriticized the director of the East Berlin Central Institute for Philosophy, Prof 
Buhr, for having abandoned Marxist self-criticism and replacing it with rebukes, 
blustering attacks on critics and threats of expulsion. Beyer statec that Buhr's 
methods amounted to continuous suppression of scientifically grounded positions of 
historical and dialectical materialism and that for years Buhr had been consolidat- 
iug his power base at his Centra: Inecitute through the grenting of trips and leave 
for attendance of congresses. Beyer pointed out that Buhr--who had for a time been 
on the board of directors of the progressive International Hegel Society--had now 
gone over to we rather conservative rival organization, the International Hegel 
Assoctatlon, and chat he had announced he would take the floor--this very year--at 
the Stuttgart Conference of the International Hegel Association. 


Philosopher Sees Contradictions

|Article by Dr Peter Ruben, philosopher, member, Central Institute for Philosophy, 
Gln Academy of Sciences, and Dr Hans Wagner, professor, Economics Department, 
Humboldt University: "Socialist Value-Form and Dialectical Contradiction--Reflec- 
tions on the Developmental Theoretical Conception of Work-Vilue in Socialist 
Production." The excerpts published below contain the essence of the arguments 
presented by Ruben and Wagner, omitting the highly theoretical and technical por- 
tions of the analysis. Words and passages in slantlines printed in italics] 


[Excerpts] The significant contribution made by the llth session of the SED Cen- 
tral Committee in regard .o the further development of our economic policy emphati- 
cally directs Marxist-Leninist theoretical research toward deepening our scientiiic 
understanding of the objective interrelationships in the socialist-communist mode 
of production. If--as E. Honecker emphasizes--"progress in all areas of social 
life is increasingly influenced by the economi- results," then theoretical prog- 
reos, if it is to lead to practical consequences, must show itself above all 
through a more accurate determination and greater accessibility of the influence- 
exerting factors of our economic results. If it is true that at present the pri- 
mary objective is “more effectively to combine the advantages of our socialist 

so lety with the scientific-technical revolution"? and if "sweeping success in 
regard to improvement of efficiency is no longer attainable without a comprehensive 
scientific understanding of the production process,"3 then Marxist-Leninist theo- 
retical research will--as a matter of course--quickly and decisively deepen the 
economic understanding of socialist production and reproduction. 


Naturally, one of the key problems in thie cognitive process is to elucidate the 
eeture of the formation and realization of /value/ in socialism so as to implement 
the calculation of /prices/ on a solid theoretical foundation in conformity with 
the principle of systematic proportional development of the national economy: the 
economic achievements of the individual workers constituting the socialist aggre- 
gate producer must not be evaluated merely by a given and subjective technological 
standard; rather, it is necessary /at the same time/ to incorporate in the sub jec- 
tive evaluation--through price calculation--the changes in the technological stand- 
ard which are brought about by the individual constituent producers (enterprises 
and coubjaes) and which constitute changes in the proportionality of the economic 
sectors. The key price calculation problem in regard to implementation of 











intensively expanded socialist reproduction is the theoretical question: low can 
we /measure/ the economic value of an innovation developed by a constituent worker? 
To vceelize this value, what price is to be set for it?> 


In our view, theoretical solution of this problem is impossible as long as the 
value concept remainge bound up with the concept of circulation as such. This is 
because in circulation as such, i.e. in circulation irrespective of production, the 
products are always seen as given--in philosophical terms: as /being/--not as 
engaged in the process of social implementation--in philosophical terms: as 
/vbecoming/. An innovation that has already won recognition is no longer an innova- 
tion; rather, it is an integral part of the social wealti.. An innovation as such 
is always in the process of winning recognition; it is not societally real; it must 
/become/ societally real. In this /process/ of winning acceptance it must prove a 
/real/ innovation. It is the struggle for realization of the innovation-—and no 
other situation--which determines whether the innovation proposed actually /mani- 
fests/ something new or whether it just /appears/ to b- .ew, i.e. whether the 
innovation is the /manifestation/ or merely the /appearance/ of something new. It 
is this struggie which enables one co tell appearance from manifestation and which 
determines whether an innovetion actually is “old wine in new vessels" or whether 
it manifests something essentially new. Accordingly, the problem of price calcula- 
tion in intensively expanded socialist reproduction consists in introducing into 
the economic calculation not only the /existence/ of values, but also the ‘becoming/ 
of these values. Naturally, this raises the question concerning the interrelation- 
ship between /development/ and /value/, between /control/ of the development and 
/price/. Thus it is obvious that theoretical research must push through to new 
economic questions. 


In the capitalist mode of production, innovations are implemented via competition 
among the /private/ owners. In this mode of production, the numerous failures 
remain for the most part obscure, becoming apparent in the form of bankruptcies. 
Only the innovations implemented are manifested; as long as they succeed, they pro- 
duce the appropriate extra profit. The capitalist does not have a theoretical 
understanding of the principle underlying this implementation; he only has "“intui- 
tions" and afterwards takes pride in having bet on the right horse. In the social- 
ist mode of production, on the other hand, competition was eliminated along with 
private ownership. Thus this mode of production has produced historically totally 
novel conditions for the implementation of true, i.e. effective ianovations. 
Essential'y, the objective is to /control the selection/ of innovation proposals in 
accordance with their function as representatives of the economic value within the 
framework of socialist communal ownership. And with the elimination of competition, 
this framewcrk implies /cooperation/ among constituent producers observing differ- 
ent modes of production. Thus in our view the key problem in determining the proper 
value of innovations is the problem concerning valuation of cooperation as such. 
For as we have »xoted above, since the implementation of innovations is identical 
with their socialization, the question concerning their valuation is the question 
concerning the /valuation of the cooperativeness/ of the workers constituting the 
aggregate. Thus it is not the productivity of the constituent worker as such, but 
his productivity for the other constituent workers of the same socialist aggregate 
producer that must be evaiuated in connection with the price calculation. 


What do these economic problems have to do with the contradiction-related concepts 
of materialist dialectics? To be able positively to answer this question, one must 














simply keep in mind that in the sense of the ordinary contradiction concept of 
everyday coneciousness® /every/ innovator proposal is in contradiction to the 
existing leve) of technology. Whoever does not contradict the existing interrela- 
tion of the constituent workers naturally is not an innovator. However--and thie 
is what makes the contradiction a real problem--not everyone who contradicts the 
existing level is for that reason alone an innovator. Since contradictions artic.- 
lated in opposition to the given Level may represent “old hats" in new wrapping, 
the presence of a contradiction is in itself by no means definitive evidence of a 
valuable innovation. Thus we must try to understand contradictions so as to be 
able--by means of the appropriate conceptualization--currectly to distinguish 
between the "good" and the “bad" contradictions. Good contradictions mean produc- 
tivity /increase/, while bad contradictions mean productivity /decrease/--i.e. 
always ig relation to the productivity of the socialist aggregate producer, never 
in relation to any partial productivities of individual constituent workers. If a 
contradiction that is bad in this sense is not eliminated through social negation 
of the contradiction presented, the /existing/ productivity of the aggregate pro- 
ducer is calied into question. Conversely, if a contradiction that in the above 
sense is good is not eliminated through social negation of the existing level, the 
productivity /inc: ase/ is called into question, i.e. the /progressive/ development, 
the substantial /progress of the aggregate worker. In other words: The question 
about the value of innovations includes the question about the formation and reali- 
zation of value through developments, which--as is pointed out by materialist 
dialectics--in turn is determined by the establishment and neutralization of con- 
tradictions. Thus we are confronted with the questions: What does economic value 
have to do with development? What does economic value have to a. with contradic- 
tion in the sense of materialist dialectics? 


Consequently, considered in this context, a crucial task of Marxist-Leninist theo- 
retical research is to combine the dialectic-materialist principle of contradiction 
with the polit.cal-economic value theory. This can be done only through coopera- 
tion, i.e. by eliminating the isolation of the individual scientists from each 
other and precluding their retreat to their respective fields of specialization. 

It goes without saying that this involves a great deal of effort--one need only 
recall that due to the existence of different types of scientific terminology, 
various misunderstandings may arise that can be overcome only by means of a com- 
munal network of communication. But it must be emphasized that this elimination 
also implies definitive assumption of the /individuality/ of the constituent 
workers. Cooperation is not attained by subsuming one worker in another (in which 
case one worker is merely the means of anocher worker's ideas), but through immedi- 
ate socialization of the different work capabilities. And it goes without saying 
that cooperation will be effective only if it actually produces an effect. If it 
remains ineffective, there is only its appearance; its manifestation is yet to 
occur. As regards the cooperation between Marxist-Leninist political economics and 
philosephy,’ we think we have demonstrated through the above considerations that 
there is a real need for it: for just as the value concept of the political eco- 
nomics of socialism wust be further developed in the interest of this discipline, 
the contradiction concept of dialectical materialism must be further developed in 
the interest of that discipline. And if it turms out that these two special tasks 
can be accomplished by means of cooperation, then it is established that aside from 
the individual productivity of the constituent worker cooperation produces an 
/eiditional/ productivity effect. Amd it is this effect which represents the spe- 
cific socialist increase in labor productivity and which is the goal of the transi- 
tion to intensively expanded socialist reproduction. 











In the following, we will attempt approximately to determine the interrelation 
between socialist value formation and dialectical contradiction; this attempt 
represents firaetly an innovator proposal in the above sense and secondly a coopera- 
tion product, i.e. a product that is not meant to reflect /puve/ political econom- 
ics or /pure/ philosophy. On account of the cooperation, we cannot assume that 
“development” is related exclusively to pure dialectics, and "value," exclusively 
to economics. Such an assumption would mean preclusion of cooperation. For coop- 
eration is possible only in regard to matters /shared/. Thus we proceed from the 
assumption that developments can /empirically/ by determined by the fact that given 
communities of individuals (e.g. populations that biologically are spatially and 
chronologically determined) create successors that on their part later exactly 
replace the original types of community. Thus we define "developments" as chrono- 
logical sequet ces of productions and reproductions of objcctive types (a type is 
net a set in .he mathematical sense; rather, it is determined by the relationship 
of at least one parent generation to its filial generation). In our view, this 
concept of development is both a definition of empirical developments and a 
description of what /in principle/ (not /properly speaking/) is meant in material- 
ist dialectics by the term "development." This concept enables us to imagine the 
concrete unity of ‘rialist dialectics and the political economy of socialism, 
i.e. to discuss  .°'rconnection between socialist value and dialectical contra- 
diction. 


1. The Value Form of Communal Exchange and the Apparent Dialectical Contradiction 


Attempting to disclose the historical nature of the capitalist mode of production 
and thus scientifically to substantiate the historic, objective task of the working 
class, Marx in his “Capital” defines the apparent wealth of bourgeois society as a 
"gigancic accumulation of goods," and the individual commodity as its “elementary 
form."8 In this connection, Marx defines "commodity" as follows: "Only products 
of autonomous and /mutually independent private work projects/ interact as commodi- 
ties." Thus they are commodities, not because products interact in certain 
exchange operations, but because this interaction takes place under the genetic 
precondition of exclusive ownership. It is not the exchange which /produces/ com- 
modities; rather, products of mutually independent producers are through the 
exchange /realized/ as comrodities, because they have already been formed as prod- 
ucts of mutually extraneous owners. The exchange is only the consequence of what 
was initiated by /private/ production. 


But if exchange is the abolition of the product as a commodity, because the under- 
lying private production established the product as a commodity, then it is clear 
that money, too (like the exchange) cannot be held accountable for the existence of 
commodity productio1. For since the money /of private ownership/ manifests itself 
as exclusion of a special type of commodity and thus is a selection product res’ 
ing from many preceding private exchange operations, its objective existence--»' 
confirming the existence of the products as commodities--is not the cause of t': 
commodity existence, but its consequence. 


le 


And finally, if the money circulation is partially replaced in certain communities 
through the introduction of bills and coins colloquially called "money" (at first 
within the respective communities), the exchange of products for such bills and 
coins (provided the coins are not immediately quanta of the money commodity) again 
is not the cause cf the commodity existence of the products; rather, it is the 

















consequence of the engagement of secial consciousness. in the iuterest of the pro- 
duction of symbole of the already existing money. 


Thus we emphasise: in terme of Marxist economic theory, the appearance of work 
products a8 commodities presupposes the existence of private property in the very 
general sense of existence of /different/ owners. These owners in themselves cer- 
tainly can be communal owners. They are private owners as defined by Marxist 
theory even if they do not share any commmal property. Thus in this context “pri- 
vate property” does not denote specifically the /capitaliat/ private property which 
represents the definitive ex iusion of communal ownership, i.e. the /personal/ 
ownership of the objective working conditions including the concrete capacity to 
buy extraneous labor. "Private ownership" ae the foundation of commodity produc- 
tion simply is /exclusive/ ownership; it existe when at least two mutually extrane- 
ous owners interact via exchange. From the development of this interrelationship, 
there follows the exclusion of money (a reflection of the mutual exclusion of the 
owners) and ite active specification through the printing of bille and the minting 
of coins by order of the commumity organe. 


We emphasize thie interrelationship, since in our view elucidation of the socialist 
formation and realization of value is impeded by the fact that the term “commodity~ 
money relations” denotes a certain idea, but not a precisely defined concept within 
the framework of the political economy of socialism. If ow view is correct, the 
existence of money~commodity relations is considered a given tact, which in turn 
substantiates the existence of the value categories. In view of the above exposi- 
tion, however, this position is problematic. For if money is the genetic conse- 
quence of the countless repetition of private exchange operations and if--as Marx 
points out--the /individual/ exchange manifests the value reflected in the exchange 
value,10 then the value precedes money--in fact, the value as such precedes the 


exchange ! 


Thus we see that in regard to individual exchange in the framework of communal own- 
ership, the transition from the individual value form--which in capitaliem is at 
the same time the /bourgeois/ value form@6—to the value form of communal exchange— 
which in our view is the /socialist/ value form—inevitably results in nonequivalent 
exchange. The exchange takes place here on the basis of inequality, rather than 
equality, i.e. as concrete realization of order relations in the mathematical sense. 
Thus along with the value form of equivalent communal exchange we detect inequali- 
ties as value forms of individual exchange in the framework of cmmmal ownership. 
The practical consequences of this observation are obvious.

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One must carefully differentiate between /value geasurement/ and /evaluation/ 
as subjective assignation of values. As regards price calculation, one is 
confronted with a twofold task, namely firstly, to subjectively determine and 
perceive objective eronomic values (/reified/ values in the sense of our expo~ 
sition below) and secondly, to determine whether or not the values perceived 
should be reproduced in the same magnitude, i.e. whether the proportionality 
of the economic sectors should be quantitatively maintained or whether it 
should be changed. 


Under the conditions of expanded reproduction, the prices need by no means 
represent the values given /today/; rather, they should be calculated so that 
the values wanted /tomorrow/ are in fact realised. The quantitative incongru- 
ence of /given/ values and prices is a reflection of the real developmen:. 
Only in a closed economic system would thie incongruence not be found. 


If within the same communication community the term $/P is opposed by the 
negative antithesis S/-P or the counteraffirmative antithesis 8/P, thie com 
munity contains the negative contradiction $/P and S/-P or the affirmative 
contradiction 5/P and S/P in the sense of everyday consciousness. It is the 
responsibility of the ectentiste to determine these phenomena. 


This cooperation has now been institutionally implemented through estab] ish- 
ment of a research team at the Department for Marxist-Leninist Philosophy of 
Humboldt University under the direction of H. Steininger and it has produced 
firet results (see H. Steininger, H. Wagner and C. Warnke, eds., “Ob jektive 
Gesetze in methodologiecher Sicht" [Objective Laws from the Point of View of 
Methodology), Berlin, 1978 (manuscript printed by the Central Institute for 
Philosophy of the GDR Academy of Sciences). The present study too is based on 
the work of this research group, but it goes without saying that the authors 
assume full responsibility for ite content.

[Text] Krakow--Whoever believes the Polish contagion my epread to the nearest 
Communist countries should take the road to Poland through some of them. When the 
East Germans le. cned that we were on our way to Poland they urged us to eat well 
firet, because there we would get nothing to eat, (we were fed very well), and when 
we related this to a burly woman in Bohemia who filled our tank she said only: 
“Poland--piff paff." The neighbors’ traditional anti-Polish prejudice has been 
revived. Even in Hungary, where I never before have noted anti-Polish feelings, 
they are said to have arisen sinc. that country, poor in energy, muet get along 
without Polish coal. 


Poland itself seems energy-poor when via dangerously dark streets we drive into 
Krakow late one evening. We ask our way as far as language suffices. When a 
young man hears that we are Swedes despite our German license plates, all he 

saye is, “Congratulations.” This was a heartwarming response in a city where 
Swedes at one time ravaged more thoroughly than did the Germans. That was a long 
time ago, however, and that Krakow saved ite old buildings through World War II 
was due only to the fact that the Red Army advanced so rapidly that the Germans 
were unable to carry out what they had intended. 


Demand for the Local Newspaper 


The firet thing we encountered the next morning was the longest lines I have ever 
seen in a Communist bloc country. Soon we are told that the supply situation is 
worse than it was during the postwar years. However, many are probably standing in 
lines because next week there will be even less to buy. It is the old rule: A 
shortage economy creates new shortages. 


One thing that is sold out at once when kiosks are opened is the local newspaper 
GAZETA KRAKOWSKA. It is one of the newspapers that have anticipated abolishment 
of the censorship law. We suddenly have a richly differentiated press, says one 
of the editors of the Catholic weekly TRYGODNIK POWCHECNY, which under the pro- 
tection of the church could voice some opposition long before other newspapers. 
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in the same etreet, Wisina, is found another energetic editorial staff which pro- 
duces LITERARY LIFE (ZYCLE LITERACKIE). Ie hae alwaye adhered to the avant garde 
tradition, in Krakow combined with a distinguished conservatiem, tempered by 
Viennese tolerance, for this is old Avetrian territory. I remembered a frank 
political debate here a couple of decades ago. Now “lesa Valley" by Czeslaw 
Miloss, the Nobel prise winner, once denounced as a “traitor,” is being printed as 
a serial, 


Party Meeting with Rakowski 


The same applies to a coming book by Deputy Premier Rakowski. In the part printed 
thie week he favors “authentic” relations with the Soviet Union, something that 
cannot mean much more than relations basea upon voluntariness and mutual interest. 
The term “authentic” we shall hear during the next few daye «bout us often as we 
shall hear the term “dignity.” 


"We intend to continue to be both Communists and Soviet allies," said an elderly 
writer who had stuck it out in the party until the time of the disturbances in 
Radom in 1976 ("until that time I slurped up the garbage"), “but we shall be both 
with dignity.” Frow him we learned that the above-mentioned Mieczyslaw Rakowski 
was to hold a meetu” in Krakow the same evening. We attended it to get at least 
a glimpse of him. He . xe from an afternoon discussion at Nowa Huta, the enormous 
steel works, which ended with the workers electing him their representative to the 
July Party Congress. One could have less effective backing. More conservative 
leading politicians dare not enter places of work at all. 


We have known each other for a long time. The last time we met was late in Novenm- 
ber in Wes’ Germany, but he was rather surprised at finding me in the Communist 
Intelligentsia Club on the Renaissance square Rynek Glowny, a masterpiece by 
Givanni il Mosca of Padua and a memerto of the role Mediterranean culture has 
played in Poland. 


Rakowski does not ordinarily stress this. It was encouraging to see how fit the 
54-year-old journalist looked after months when he had not had much sleep. He has 
handled such matters as the negotiations with Walesa, but is also to be found one 
day a week in his old newspaper POLITYKA, in which for several decades he attempted 
to say what was wrong with the Polish economy and social organization. 


No Parallel with Prague 1968 , 


While we were in Krakow we met nobody who feared a Soviet intervention. “Why 
should they invade us?" asks the old Communist and drama critic Andrzeij Wroblewski 
while we sit in the cozy but worn down journalist club, “They can just stop the 
supply of ofl and other raw materials and we go down!" Like most others, he re- 
jects any comparison with Czechoslovakia in 1968. No border with the Federal 
Republic, the party leadership is loyal to Moscow, and the renewal in the party is 
not supported by intellectuals but by workers and peasants. 


In intervals between such conversations we enjoy being in a city where an unusual 
amount of the old Central Europe has been preserved. We enter the Gothic arcade in 
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Collegiua Maius, where there is a etatue of Copernicus. tHe began studying at the 


Continent's second oldest university in the year Columbus discovered America. 
"Reason ie more .han Strength" is the inacription over a port.l. 


We hope thie will apply to the Poland of today as well.

IRON GUARD, NAZI MASSACRE OF IASI JEWS RECALLFD 
Bucharest ERA SOCIALISTA in Romanian No 12, 20 Jun 81 pp 38-39 


[Article by Marin Badea: "A Trag! Episode From the Period of the Military-Fasciet 
Dictatorship" ] 


[Text] History as a science, with its objective yardstick, records not only acts 
which as they unwind make progress be achieved under conditions of the existence of 
a nation but also those acts which express the antipode of progress, the hindrances 
on the objective direction of formation, the dark forces of society during one era 
or another which, by their actions, caused pain and recoiling. So, it is hard to un- 
derstand the real course of history, the imposing dimensions of the heroism of the 
militants who, confronting the cruelties of the time, bore the viwid flame of the 
ideals of social and national freedom with passion and devotion. 


Included among the historical acts which 40 years ago caused blood to be shed as well 
as tears and caused the fate of peaceful people to be damaged brutally is the pogrom 
in Iasi, which was carried out on 2930 Jue by the Nazi troops and Iron Guard 
elements against the democratic and antifascist forces and, in particular, against 
the Jewish population, a massacre during which more than 3,000 persons were assas- 
sinated. 


What goals were being sought by the perpetrators of such a hateful crime, what psy- 
chology facilitated the bloody act following which the threed of life of several 
thousand residents was cut off, people who had risen with power from the neighbor- 
hoods of a city renowned for its lights of culture and civilization and for the ma- 
terial and spiritual creations in whose vigor the noble spirit of humanism had pul- 
sated for centuries? A statement of the facts and analysis of them in the strict 
manner of knowledge--unaltered by passions, resentment, ceremony and dogmatic narrow- 
mindedness--must keep the picture of the June 194] massacre as part of a political- 
military picture caused in many ways. In explaining the phenomenon, one must take 
into consideration both the domestic and foreign factors and one being a condition 
of the othe: as specific to the particular moment and historical circumstances. 


Demogogy and ideological creations of nationalist inspiration, particularly those 
which infested Romanian political life in the interwar period--from Cuzise and the 
"Thought" followers to the bloodly practices of the Iron Guard--could not succeed 
in perverting the political awareness of broad social groups and the popular masses, 
Pushing them to actions of genocide. On the contrary, the spirit of humanity 
characteristic of the Romanian people was a true dam before the anti-Semitic ideo- 
logy and practices, preventing them from taking on the form of racial persecutions, 
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except for the period of the existence of the military-fascist dictatorship regime, 
when the Iron Guard excesses primartly but also the economic and legislative policy 
oromoted officially during those years seriously affected the activity of the coun- 
try's democratic and patriotic forces. 


Generally, we know what the regime of the military~fasciet dictatorship meant for 
the historic destinies of the Romanian people. A brutal repression, aimed above 
all at the communists but also at the other democratic and progressive forces, 

with sesaseination being a practice used by the [ron Guard even before reaching 

the leadership of Romanian political life. Among the first victims following 

the 1924 assassination of the prefect of lasi, Manciu, by Cormmeliu Zelea Codreanu, 
were the prime ministers in function, I. Gh. Duca and Armand Calinescu. The wave 
of terror undoubtedly was aimed primarily at the communists, since they had given 
proof that they were the most consistent strugglers to eliminate fascism from 
Romania and to set up all the forces which the Romanian people had available to 
defend their basic national interests. Thousands of communist and antifascist 
fighters were sent to prisons and camps, and more thar 300 death sentences were 
imposed on the communists. First the [ron Guard assassinated Constantin David and 
Ocsko Tereza,in order later to get even with the bourgeois politicians who had w- 
derstood the real danger which the Iron Guard and Hitlerist Germany meant for the 
fate of Romania. On 26-27 November 1940, the Iron Guard assassinated 67 dignitar- 
ies and high functionaries in Jilava and at the Bucharest Police , among which were 
Gen Gheorghe Argeseanu, the former prime minister,and Victor Iamandi , the former 
minister »f justice. Virgil Madgearu and Nicolae LIorga, who had taken action 
agains: the agents of the Hitlerist Iron Guard and its terrorist, antidemocratic, 
anctihuman and deeply antinational policy, were kidnapped from their homes and sadis- 
tically murdered. 


The wave of assassinations, the atmosphere of uncertainty, the political confusion 
and the entire series of inhuman acts committed by the armed bands of the Iron Guard 
movement produced the deep indignation of the popular masses, their open resistance 
and the determination of the Romanian people to remove the bloody fascist scum from 
the nation's healthy body, which was bringing immense harm to the vital national in- 
rorests. 


The antinational nature of the policy promoted by the regime of the military-fascist 
dictatorship was aggravated by the Hitlerist troops’ penetration into the country, 

disguised as a military mission which actually was placing Romania in the situation 

of an occupied country. On 23 November 1940, making a visit in Berlin, Ion Antones- 
cu signed documents joining Romania to the tripartite pact along with Nazi Germany, 

fascist Italy and militarist Japan. On 4 December 1940, by the new Romanian-German 

economic agreement Romania was required to form its economy in accordance with Nazi 

Cermany's demands and to accept the direct control of the German Hitlerist special- 

ists in various branches of economic activity. 


Subordinate to the bloc of the fascist powers, against the will of the Romanian peo- 
ple, Romania was dragged into the war against the Soviet Union, launched by Hitlerist 
Germany on 22 June 1941 and later was placed into a state of war with England, the 
United States and the allied nations. 


In order to understand the tragic event of 29-30 June 1941 in Iasi, we absolutely 
must take into consideration the implications of the anti-Soviet war, the presence 
of German troops in Romania directly within the radius of Iasi, the old Moldavian 
city, near which not only was the border itself but through which a good portion of 
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the traneaport of troops and war materiel was taking place. Documents prove that 
even a Little before the launching of anti-Soviet aggression, the German commander 
of the troops distributed by the Wehrmacht in the city and surroundings insisted 
ov exercising direct control not only of the Romanian military unite existing in 
that space but also in matters belonging to interior order, for example, estab- 
lishing a commander of the market, a special police with duties in civilian life, 
too, plus a massive presence of the military patrols which took action, especially 
during the night. 


Under the pretext that the Jews were causing acts of sabotage, the German commander 
put pressure on the local Romanian authorities to take severe repressive measures. 
Along with this, the Iron Guard elements in close collaboration with the 88 forma- 
tions and those of the Hitlerist Todt organization, resorted to provocations, main- 
taining an atmosphere of suspicion around the Jewish population. It is not er aci- 
dental that the county prefect reported to the higher organs: “It has been found 
that certain individuals have been trying to place the blame on the Jews of the city 
with the purpose of inciting the Romanian and German armies as well as the Christian 
population against the Jews and start the mass murder." In this atmosphere the 
launching of broad-scale terrorizing action on the democratic, antifascist and 
Jewish population of Lasi was begun. 





As a whole, the events in lasi of 29-30 June 1941, as investigations recently showed, 
resulted in the loss of more than 3,000 lives. Of course, added to the number of vic- 
tims were the immense material damages which are difficult to evaluate , the physi- 
cal traumas, but particularly the moral traumas which affected not only the ones 
directly involved but the city as such and Romanian society in its entirety. 


The progressive and democratic forces of Iasi did everything humanly possible under 
those circumstances to save as many lives as possible and to soothe the suffering 
of the persecuted. The testimony which appeared in REVISTA CULTULUI MOZAIC (Journal 
of the Jewish Cult) in a commemorative article entitled “Even Then There Were Peo- 
ple" is revealing: "One also may cite other names of people with higher or lower 
jobs or with the simple job of being a man, who showed their disapproval of the hor- 
rors by acts, not by words. Generals Carlaont, Stavrescu, Pirvulescu, Colonel Chir- 
ilovici, military officer for the City of Iasi, and personnel of Commisariat II Nic 
lina--chief commissar Suvei, commisar Mircescu, subcommisar Cosnita--attempted and 
to a large extent succeeded in improving the Jews' situation during those days and 
in limiting the number of victims and saving some of them."* 


Under such circumstances, for the clear consciousnesses that were animated by patrio- 
tic feelings, it was clear that what was needed was a political initiative intended 
to hinder new acts’ being committed which could affect the interests of Romania. 

The militant and courageous actions of the communist party gradually were joined 

by the broad social forces, against the background of an increasingly more critical 
domestic situation, which were devoted to identifying the ways to safeguard the coun- 
try and the very existence of the Romanian people. 


As faithful representatives of the basic interests of all the people, the communists 
took action from the beginning against the fascist dictatorship. They vigorously 
unmasked the antinational content of the domestic and foreign policy promoted by

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the Antonescu regime, denouncing the giant danger it represented for Romania. 

As pointed out, among other things, in the well-known communist document of 

10 September 1940 enticled “Our Viewpoint," "The oppressors, exploiters and plun- 
derers have changed. The economic program of the military-Iron Guare dictatorship 
is one of intensification, of exploitation of the workers, peasants, craftemen and 
office-working masses in favor of the capitalists and landowners within the coun- 


try and foreign imporialiem. A crushing catastrophe is threatening the Romanian 
people if this regime is not toppled. "* 


Understanding the state of the apirit of the popular masses and other progressive 
and democratic forces and, in particular, having fasciem injuring their patriotic 
feelings, particularly by involving Romania in the policy of the fascist powers, 

the communist party launched the call to organize the antifascist and anti-Hitler- 
ist resistance. The communiste established as goals of the antifascist struggle 

the overthrow of the Antonescu dictatorial regime, the establishment of a govern- 
ment in the democratic style, removal of Romania from the war against the Allies and 
joining the antifascist coalition of the countries, driving the Nazi troops from 
the country, regaining independence and full national sovereignty and recovery of 
territorial integrity by reintegrating northern Transylvania. 


In the context of the broad resistance which the working class and the progressive 
and democratic forces of the country, under the leadership of the communist party, 
put against fascism, the vehement protest of the inhuman and antinational policy 

of oppression of the Jews was clearly made. The platform-program of the Romanian 
Communist Party of 6 September 1941 included as an important element the cessation 

of actions persecuting the Jews and any national oppression, at the same time condemnh- 
ing the crimes committed in June 1941 in Iasi. The party's illegal press and that of 
the mass democratic organizations condemned the practice of deporting the Jews to Trans- 
nistria. It was correctly written in the magazine APARAREA ("Defense") published by 
"Patriotic Defense" (October 1942) that “the ghettos and concentration camps of Trans- 
nistria are the country's shame" and, as such, they should be abolished without delay. 


In the first ranks of the antifascist and anti-Hitlerist resistance, the communist 
party succeeded in combining harwoniously the social and national tasks of the strug- 
gle to free the people, to involve the most diverse social-political forces under 
the banner of its program for action, including those of the cohabiting national- 
ities. Through their contribution to the general struggle of the Romanian nation, 
the latter once again demonstrated, as they had so many times throughout history, 
that the single path for a viable defense of the general interests was the closest 
possible joining of their own destiny with that of the Romanian people. In the 
life-and-death struggle against fascism, the patriotic forces of the Romanian people 
and of the cohabiting nationalities, headed by the working class and the communist 
party, made difficult sacrifices which were to be crowned with the victory wreath 

in August 1944, 


As it wnrolled historically, the revolutionary process launched in August 1944 led to 
the radical change of Romania's social-political life,opening the horizon for creation 
of the socialist system and for raising the country to new levels of civilization. 


Carrying out intense activity to form the workers’ socialist a areness in our country, 
the Romanian Communist Party continually drew attention to the need not to forget 
the lessons of history, the pages of suffering and struggle from the immediate

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past or distant past, among which the ones caused by fascism were many and bitter. 
Knowledge of this suffering and of the horrors connected with the history of [as- 
clem, ‘ike the anti-Semitic pogrom in June 1941 in Iasi, is an important weapon 

in combatting poisonous modern social-political phenomena, just like that of the 
rebirth of fasciem. A correct knowledge of history, with all its bright or murky 
aspects, ia a basic condition fir the correct orientation of the people in the 
labyrinth of modern events and the guarantee for man's progress along the bright 
path of progress. 


The potential danger represented by the revival of the fascist ideology and prac- 
tices in the domestic life of some countries cannot leave the Romanian people in- 
different. Imperialism today is going through a profound crisis which is affecting 
both the social, economic and political structures, also finding a clear reflection 
at the ideological level. Against this backdrop, the fact that certain follow rs 
of bourgeois ideology are striving to beautify fascism, asserting that, despite the 
immense pain it caused mankind, it also had "positive aspects" and even played a 
certain "historical role “and the fact that we are seeing fascist demonstrations of 
terrorism from the right--neofascism--cause justifiable concern. Under these cir- 
cumstances, efforts are required both from the progressive forces both to explain 
the phenomenon of the rebirth of fascism as well as to form a political initiative 
for effectively combatting it. Such serious international events, as our party 
secretary general, Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, said, can affect the efforts of the 
Romanian people to a certain extent in creating a better life. "Not for one moment 
should we forget," Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu said in his 8 May speech, “that under 
the current international conditions some enemy elements or even counterrevolutionay 
elements can reactivate in our country or penetrate from outside, toward which we 
must take action with all firmness, thus providing for the defense of the revolution- 
ary achievements, independence and sovereignty of the country.”

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VALUES, LIMITS OF CURRENT ROMANIAN SOCIOLOGY 
Bucharest ERA SOCIALISTA in Romanian No 12, 20 Jun 81 pp 14-16, 52

[Text] In this article we are trying to bring to the forefront several problems 
which, in our opinion, are confronting modern Romanian sociology. A dialogue on the 
curreut fate of this branch of social knowledge and on raising its role in making the 


scientific nature of the study of social realities more thorough, of course, would 
be welcome. 


The importance of sociology is well-known, with its having become a part of the scien- 
tific and spiritual life of our society. Particularly in the last two decades in- 
portant chapters in the history of Romanian sociology have been utilized, (par- 
ticularly connected with the Monographic School in Bucharest ; natural connections 
were established with the modern stage of sociological development at the world lev- 
el, with works and studies being published on problems included within it; sociology 
laboratories and chairs have been established; courses on the subjects are being 
taught in state and party education; specific research has been made in innumerable 
areas of social life; scientific symposiums are being organized on subjects which 
more or less include its concerns in almost all the country's counties and so forth. 


Each of these aspects can be a subject for making an inventory of the results in ex- 
tensive bibliographies* and thorough research which result in both the values as well 
as limits of the current Romanian sociological movement. The fact that we are not 
dwelling systematically and extensively on them should not be interpreted as a 
nihilist attitude or a lack of respect. Having at our disposal the space of a maga- 
zine article, we were forced to make a selection of the problems treated and to dwell 
on the aspects which tend in particular toward a critical analysis. 


The rediscovery of sociology and intensification of activity in this area have been 
accompanied by a natural question: What is sociology? At first the answers were 

not unified, were speculative (both in the good and bad sense of the word) and were 
debatable. With time, they have been almost totally abandoned in favor of a com- 
fortable position, so that we do not say a position lacking form. Tacitly the opinion

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took root that we are doing sociology and not losing time discussing and holding 
parley about the goal of it. In this type of context, theoretically ambiguous, 

all kinds of positions survive, from the refusal or impossibility of discussing 
what it is up to an identification of it with the concerns of almost all the 
sociohuman sciences. For example, one is that historical materialism is equal to 
sociclogy. We would not have anything against such an identification if histori- 
cal materialism was not sometimes widerstood basically as a kind of "aristocratic" 
social philosophy resulting and detached from the realities of today's world.In a 
manual of historical materialism dedicated to students in higher education which 
appeared just several years ago, the concept of sociology did not have a place in 
the chapter on the social system (we should state that in the manual historical 
materialism is viewed as scientific sociology itself ). How can a given society 

in today's world be known and understood in its entirety without an analysis of 
the conceptual particular features of the social? Also used rather often is the 
thesis according to which sociology s.udies “society as such" or “in general" or 

"as society." Viewing it speculatively (in the good sense of the word), that is, 
evaluating it through the prism of the rules presented in the treatments which con- 
struct the theory or logic of science, this thesis has a “monumental” bearing and as 
such can be and is attractive as a metaphysical aspiration. However, in our opinion, 
it also has the unrecognized psychological job of raising your view toward the max- 
imum abstract continually and as if unwillingly. Without going to discussions of 
the goal of sociology, we believe that at least this much should be said: It stu- 
dies the social actions of the people who constitute the existing, current society. 
Since sociologists always have lived and do live in a given society with its partic- 
ular features which are constituent and vital, existential and spiritual, what is 
proper for them to know is precisely the particular social. Mainly here lies their 
inten ion. This evaluation is valid, is applied and is being checked in sociological 
practice all over the world. 


Another means of evasion toward the abstract of our sociology is the epistemological- 
methodological. Borrowing some investigative methods (from the phase of gathering 
facts up to processing them) seems natural and justified for the current scientific 
development of our sociology. This taking over is clear, particularly the methodologi- 
cai ‘acquisitions’ of western sociology. In more than a few cases the studies of 
theory and metnod in the social sciences* which appeared in Romania in recent years 
are an example in this regard. We do not deny the value of having a thorough know- 
ledge of the modern state of methodology, methods aud proce‘ures of sociological re- 
search and, as a result, those from western sociology; on the contrary, we also draw 
attention to it. But at least two things in our opinion, two basic things should be 
kept in mind. First, accepting certain methods, are we not somehow apriori recog- 
nizing the entire theoretical-axiological process which gave birth to them as well 

as the concept which was at the basis of working them out? Second, sociological know- 
ledge also is subject to certain powerful social influences; its truth is not of an 
impassive nature toward the social interests of the truths in the natural or techni- 
cal sciences. Accepting the investigative methods and techniques, regardless of 
their foundation, are we not somehow aligning ourselves with the neopositivist the- 
sis according to which, in sociology, neutrality toward values is possible? In order 
not to be misunderstood, we want to say that we are for a broad opening toward what 

is taking place in the world in the area of epistemology and methodology and methods

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and procedures,but not unconditionally . The opening must be correlated respon- 
sibly, in conformity with the ethics of sciences and with a critical analysis, 
so that an artificial polishing should not be seen as pure gold, while pure gold 
should not be rejected by confusing it with oxidable slate. 


Sociology, even when it wishes to study the social realities, cannot make cer- 
tain choices . From the universe of problems, it must dwell merely on certain as- 
pects which must be the priority ones, taking into account the real possibilities 
for study. The desire for exhausting them is unreal. Referring to the situation 
in Romania, given its extension, it would be difficult to compile a list of all 

the social aspects which have been and are in the attention of Romanian sociology. 
It would be poesible to discuss tolerantly or with a sharp critical spirit if this 
broad area of concerns were not a waste of forces. Unfortunately, even when some- 
what of a thematic concentration exists, the conincidences of research and the con- 
clusions have not become a rule. In each area and, it seems, each time an investi- 
gation is organized, the goal is sought to take everything from the beginning or to 
do it differently than the others. Of course, I would be exaggerating if I were not 
to recognize that certain problems have enjoyed distinct attention in sociological 
investigation (the urbanization process, mobility and so forth), with knowledge hav- 
ing been obtained which was placed at the disposal of the decision-making factors. 


Sometimes the opinion is expressed according to which the most desirable thing for 
sociology would be to stand in place and investigate. If sociology were to adopt 
such a standard in a noncritical way, fatally it would become a so-called "provin- 
cial" science. Today sociology has at its disposal a quantity of primary data of- 
ferred by the institutes and specialized factors which it and all who work in the 
same area could not gather through their own forces in any way or at any time. 

Today social reality no longer is an undiscovered rural settlement "suspected" of 
being the hearth for original and significant cultural values for circumscribing our 
national profile. This primary data and others gathered or processed by the other 
sociohuman sciences, wait to be ordered and approached from a theoretical-axiologi- 
cal perspective specific to sociology. In addition, there also is the theoretical 
research based on the sediments of ideas from sociology or other sociohuman sciences, 
on the experience of groups of individuals and on the lessons of past or modern his- 
tory, research which through deductions, analogies, comparisons, critical analyses 


and imagination can arrive at reflections of social realities which sometimes prove 
to be full of content. 





We do not want to deny the importance of the concrete research made by sociologists 
when they come to classify the main aspects of the social which all the other exist- 
ing data did not discover or to which they did not give the proper attention. How- 
ever, we do not feel that it is correct or sociallyreasonable to have the attitude 
cf leaving the stock of data existing which is suited to sociological analysis un- 
utilized or defiance at any price, feeling that only sociological research, even 
that which is theoretically “infantile,” is capable of offering 2 true knowledge of 
certain aspects of social life about which so many things already are known by other 
mean ‘at sociology alone could not have found it out even in one century. 


A fact which should be pointed out is that under the sponsorship of research insti- 
tutes or organs, central or county, varied and extensive sociological investigations 
of a specific nature have been carried out. This, of course, is a positive fact, 
expressing the trend to draw into the decision- aking processes the results of scien- 
tific investigations made according to all the modern methodological precepts. Along 
with this basic element, the evaluation of the research made, in our opinion, leaves 
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room for observations and discussione with a serious moral and even political 
quantity of material, Were are several of them. Specific sociological investi-~- 
gations, as we know, result in 4 series of data about 4 studied social reality. 

The problem posed rather sharply from the viewpoint of theory ef knowledge ie that 
of he degree to which thie data has or has not been subject to scientific analysis 
and processing so that it cont ‘butes to the development of the theoretical body of 
sociology, established from conc.»te, propositions and relations among them. In 
our opinion, merely a emall part of the results of thie research have been turned 
to good account by sociology for the purpose of ite own scientific maturtzation. 

No matter how paradoxical thie seems, we are expressing the opinion that our socte~- 
logy ie suffering from an abundance of raw reaulte which remain in this etate. 

What Petre Andrei once said, referring to the monographies of the School of Socio-~ 
logy in Bucharest, remaine valid even today: “But thie material is awaiting the 
sociologist who will remove from it the actual sociological conclusions, since what 
has been presented until now is nothing more than a eum of findings and descriytions 
or some interesting specific data."* 


When epecific soctological research ie carried out at the request or with the aid of 
beneficiaries, it is to be guessed that their vesulte are socially necessary. The 
problem of the extent to which they are actually useful and incorporated in social 
actions is rather ambiguous. in our opinion, the degree of utilization is not sat- 
isfactory in this case, either. Who ie guilty in this state of affaire--the soctolo- 
gist, the beneficiary, both together, the state of development of sociology, the re- 
sistance to what is new? Unfortunately, certain elements which could clear up the 
resolution of thie problem and the data obtained are kept outside the access of a 
broader public. The possibility exiete that the results would be relevant and ap- 
plicable, but the beneficiary does not demonstrate the wish <o let them be known. 
With or without approval, he institutes a monopoly over them behind which matters 
take place exactly as they did before the .esearch. The results should be viewed 
as a valuable capital and should be discussed at the level of the collective leader- 
ship organs and during the workers general meetings. 


Another aspect is the oue connected with this question: For whom is sociological 
research carried out? Those generally requesting thie research are the leadership 
factors in enterprises and institutes, those who believe that the results obtained 
could be utilized to overcome certain difficulties or eliminate certain shortcomings, 
to insure faster development, to involve the people in resolving certain tasks more 
efficiently and so forth. However, nor should we omit the possibility that those 
appealing to the services of sociology are doing so by wishing to impose their vicew- 
point or to compensate for the lacks in their vocational training and the courage 
for responsibility for certain decisions. If the viewpoint is a principled one, 

then no moral problem is posed except for the one of the duty to aid their initiative. 
However, what happens if they want to use sociology merely to assert themselves at 
any price or to start certain actions which are not in agreement with what is neces- 
sary or which corresponds to certain justified social interests? 


In most case the appeal to sociological research is made merely from the viewpoint 

of the tasks which the economic wits, enterprises and institutes have to resolve. 

In thie situation, almost exclusively the emphasis is placed on drawing up the lists, 
dispositions, orders, instructions and so forth, and not on the problems of the ones 
carrying them out. Of course, there is a certain economic discipline, generaliy social,

without which society would become a chaos, But does this fact give us the right 

to nearly alwaye guide sociological research toward the area of unconditional and 
undebatable duties’ As we mow, our society raiees man to the rank of the supreme 
goal. Thies imperative does not justify cransforming research exclusively into a 
system of rules and indicators for behavior. Sociology ie a ectence of a deeply 
humanist nature. If we change it into an “ergonomy of conformation,” we place it 

in the situation of losing ite eatatus of a ecience and no longer being able to 
gather real data. Our society ie concerned with the timely and complete fulfili- 
ment of economic indicators, but, at the same time, it is of particular importance 
to achieve wan's well beingand pheyical and mental integrity. For example, an 
enterprise is concerned with reducing the high percentage of labor force fluctuation, 
& percentage which affects labor productivity. Knowledge of the causes for the fluc- 
tuation may bring mainly two typical reactions of effective action: establishing 
measures which would hinder the workers from abandoning the enterprise and which 
would come t> eatiefy certain of the workers’ needs intended to improve the material 
working conditions and, implicitly, would increase etability in the enteprise. 
Although the first reaction would be effective right away, over the long run it 

is not excluded that it would have an un esirable effect on the estate and atmoaphere 
of social relations. In order to avoid such « situation, we feel it appropriate 
that, under the conditions where worker eelf-ieadership and self-management are hav- 
ing a powerful development, the initiating and carrying out of specific sociological 
research should be left up to the enterprises’ collective orgace while the results 
aleo should be placed at their disposal eo that the measures which are to be taken 
should exclude any unilateral nature. What te more, the proposals should be ac- 
cepted courageously tor sociological investigations to aleo be carried out at the 
proposal of those “below,” that is, those who are carrying out their activity direct- 
ly in production. In this way sociology iteelf would be subject to a process of 
healthy democratization. 


What is of concern in particular for the status, role and future of our sociology 

is designating its areas of concern and their degree of relevance in relationship 
with the real situation in varioue areas and the tasks of future development. In 

this regard, | would like to point out just two directions of study to which sociolo- 
gy, confronted with a certain state of inertia and lagging, has not given the proper 
attention, although it should have done so. 


First, it is a question of the problem of social equality, to which the state of 
equity ie connected to a great extent. As we know, socialiem as theory and practice 
asserted icself even from the start as a cure for social inequality. Bearing this 
element in mind, Marx criticized vulgar and simplifying socialism which viewed equal- 
‘tv ae bringing people to the same common denominator. In his “Criticiem of the Gotha 
Program,” he returned to this matter, saying that in socialiem an individual may re- 
‘eive more than another person for the equal work and equal participation in the so- 
cla) consumption fund. This fact is explatned by the fact that equality is to be 
measured with work,that is, with a unit of equal measure under conditions in which 
individuals are different from each other (physically, intellectually, with respect 
to civil situation, number of children and so forth). The ratio between equality and 
inequality as well as the terms of it, in our opinion, is one of the most important 
problems which sociology should be concerned with. For decades on end we have stu- 
died the social structure and the changes occurring within it. We arc not denying 
the value of this research, but we feel that we have reached a point ~here merely 

the references to this situation are no longer relevant with regard to discovering 
certain important aspects of our society's realities. Today the state of this rela- 
tionship depends not only on homogenization of the social classes and strata but also 
on bringing certain strata and groups established according to profession, status, 
residence and so forth closer together. 
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for example, we cannot put on the same plane, either economically or as mental 
balance and satisfaction, a worke: living with his family in an apartment building 
at the edge of a big city whe has nothing except the furniture in the apartment 
with a worker living with hie family in a commune several kltlometers from the place 
where he worke and, differing from the other one, has a garden, ratiees hogs, has 

@ contract for one or two calves, possesses several sheep. Sut the scale of dif- 
ferences in salary is 1:5.5, which, we must admit, te an important step on the path 
of social equity. Yet, within the limite of thie ratio, differences exist which are 
not at all uimportant if they are correlated even and only with the number of chil- 
dren in the families. Questions which await a scientific anewer are raised: What 
relationships exist between economic and political equality’? What influence does 
equality have on the individuale’ chances in life? What elements of inequality fav- 
or an anomic behavicr? How is the existence of certain rem ante of inequality in 
our society explained and how can they be eliminated? What are the demarcation 
lines between equality and inequality’? By studying such aspects we would actually 
and consistently seek the way in which socialist ideale are implanted more and more 
deeply and, at the same time, we could offer a base of consistent and relevant com- 
parisons between the state of affaires in Romania and in countries with another econo- 
mic anc political system. 


Second, it would seem that sociology cannot make a contribution to determining the 
stage or phase of development in which Romania today finds iteelf. We feel that 
thie opinion lacks foundation. Bearing in mind the “lessons” offered by a study of 
the history of sociology and its current statue, the positions adopted in thie re- 
gard until now, it would not be an exaggeration if we would consider that, now and 

in the near or further future, the problem would be posed of a clearer coatribution 
of sociology, along with the other social sciences, to achieving the maximum func- 
tional nature for Romanian society. This would mean examining the paths for complete 
use of the possibilities of our economic, political and, in general, social system; 
full use of the quantitacive and creative possibilities of the labor force and 
achievement of harmonious ties between society and man on one hand and nature on the 
other; establishing balanced relations between the various aspects of social life 

in accordance with their specific nature and role in the current stage of existence 
and development of society. It should be stated that such an orientation for research 
comes to the aid of the contribution requested by the party with regard to placing 
the entire existence and entire progress of society under the banner of man's needs, 
promoting development by consolidating what has been achieved until now and the w- 
interrupted and conscious opening toward what is new, creation, progress and quality 
in all directions. Lenin once said that a new society conquers the old one by higher la- 
bor productivity. We do not take this theeie verbatim, however we do feel that as 
a principle it expresses the idea that insuring a high functional nature represents 

a basic condition for the victory of socialist society and ite continued development. 
In our opinion, from the viewpoint of ite importance, this goal is no less revolution- 
ary than achieving power and the socialist transformation of the economic base. From 
the viewpoint of the difficulty in accomplishing it, it is not excluded to be even 
more difficult than the preceding revolutionary changes. The task belonging to so- 
ciological research is to discover and scientifically study not only the functions, 
but perhaps and in particular the disfunctions which may appear in society. This is 
with the goal of contributing to the consolidation and development of socialist so- 
ciety and to achieving high social equality for the people in conformity with the 
most noble human ideals and to bringing to light all the economic, social and human 
reserves of the new systen. 
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The probleme presented in thie article and the way in wi.ich we have presented 
them, of course, are debatable. They originate from the wish to contribute to 
raising the role and prestige of Romanian sociology and the responsibilities now 
belonging to it, which, we feel, requires a broader diecuseion.

[Text] Among the documents discussed and approved during the Nation- 
al Writers’ Conference also is “The Program for Development of Litera- 
ture in the Socialist Republic of Romania for the Next Four Years," a 
program which we publish below: 


1. The basic,primary foundation for defining a program for development of our litera- 
ture for the next four years (1981-1985) will be the Program of the Romanian Communi st 
Party and the indications of the party's secretary general, Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, 
addressed to the creators from the high tribune of the 12th party congress, the pea- 
sants' congress and trade union congress, the anniversary meeting dedicated to the 
anniversary of the party as well as during the working meetings which he had with

2. The ideology of the Romanian Communist Party is our own ideology; the goale which 
the Romanian Communist Party is following to build the multilaterally developed so-

people, in literary criticiem and history, in translations from world li 
translations of Romanian literature into widely-circulating languages. 
faithful to its centuries-old democratic traditions, literature in the coming years 
must join with the demands of our time in a system of laws by which they 
influence each other, so that the work of art is acheiving the necessary synthesis 
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between ideology and literature, between policy and literature, between the social 
and literature, between the human and literature. Reflection of the glorious hie- 
torical past of our people and a mirror of the truth of today's life, Literature 
ie intended to aleo be a bearer of the message for the coming time of those values 
to which only socialiem assures perenniality. 


4. It ia truly incontestable that the multilaterally developed socialist society 
ia achieved by the sustained work and uni ted front, by high science and revolution- 
ary awareness, with new people who promote socialist ethica and equity in all cir- 
cumstances. The supreme goal of socialist construction without a doubt is man's 
happiness and development of his personality. For that reason, together with 

our party's and state's concern with permanently raising the people's material 
standard of living, equal interest is shown in increasing his degree of inatruction 
and education, in broadening hie cultural horizon of knowledge and in satisfying 
hie requirements for what is good and beatufiul, true and brings progress. In this 
broad and complex revolutionary process, our literature as a basic factor of proper- 
ly reflecting reality and shaping the human awareness, without regard for the lan- 
guage in which it is written, has played and must play more and more a role of par- 
ticular importance. Our humanist-socialist Literature, following the party's inno-

b) Firmly placed on the revolutionary positions of scientific socialiem and dialec- 
tical and historical materialism, our literature is an integral part of the process 
of creating the multilaterally developed socialist society in Romania. Literature 
has the high duty of militating to promote the socialist new, against what is old 
and outdated, thus aiding che forward progress of society and our country. Our 
literature is firmly committed to combatting backward, antihumanist concepts, men- 
talities inherited from the old society and any phenomena which can lead to the de- 
grading of man and insulting of his dignity. 


c) Our literature has the high mission of preserving wndefiled the national speci- 
fic nature of the Romanian culture achieved throughout centuries through the people's 
intelligence and collective striving, through the great classic works. Struggling 
for liberty and social justice and for preserving the national existence, our people 
have created through time undying artistic values which are stimulating examples for 
all creators of literature. The writers are aware that lasting works of art capable 
of defying time can be achieved only through the close ties with the people and our 
country and with the highest ideals of all humanity. 


d) The writers are called on to be inspired from our heroic national history and 
to revive those illustrative moments from the struggle of the popular masses, work- 
ing class and leaders of these struggle vigorously, the struggle for liberty and so- 
cial justice, for democracy and progress, for defending Romania's integrity and for 
its dignity in the world. We are required to restore to today's and tomorrow's gen- 
erations a faithful picture of past events in the spirit of truth and a scientific 
concept of our party. 


e) Giving new expression to the great thematic and stylistic diversity characteri- 
zing it, literature is called on to openly treat all aspects of life in our socie- 
ty, with its lights and shadows, with its specific contradictions. Works are need- 
ed whi! animate the people in the action to build the new Romania, a socialist Ro- 
mania, ad to give a clear perspective to the communist future toward which our na- 
tion is steadfastly heading. 


f) Spokesmen for socialist humanism, the writers are called .a to promote in their 
works the high moral ideals, the revolutionary spirit of the working class, the prin- 
ciples of socialist ethics and equity and to firmly combat currents of backward ideas, 
everything which could pollute the workers’ spiritual life in our country. 
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g) Fully demonstrating their creative personalities, the writers are called on 
to approach the most varied styles and means of expression in the spirit of con- 
tinuity and the dialectical relationship between tradition and innovation, adding 


new values to the spirituality of socialist Romania, the national language and its 
beauty. 


h) Writers from the cohabiting nationalities will concentrate their creative ef- 
forte on reflecting in as deeply and in as complex a way @¢s possible the forma- 
tion of the ethical world of their contemporaries, the shaping and reshaping of 
new interhuman relations, development of man's personality under conditions be- 
longing to socialist Romania. In accordance with the specific nature and traditions 
of these literatures, these particular writers will strive to continue evoking the 
past of the nationalities they belong to in the spirit of the present and at the 
game time respecting historical truth, bringing out aspects of the brotherhood with 
the Romanian peo; . in their struggle for liberty and social justice, for democracy 
and socialism on the land of the common country. A harmonious development of these 
literatures and their articulate nature are envisioned through the flourishing of 
all literary genres, through sharing of the artistic experience and mastery of the 
mature writers with their younger colleagues, which implicitly will lead to enrich- 
ment of the cultural heritage of the entire country. The atmosphere of a healthy 
literary life and steady and well-organized activity of editorial life will have a 
stimulating influence on the writers from the cohabiting nationalities, also. 


i) Within the broadening of socialist democracy, the writers are required to demon- 
strate more and more actively and participate even more firmly in social-political 
activity taking place today in Romani. and to develop ties with the workers and have 
a deeper knowledge of the realities of our time. 


4) The writers are called on to participate even more intensely in the tumultuous 
social-political activity taking place in our country, within the increasingly high- 
er role which all our people are carrying out in working out the decisions on our con- 
tinuously forward progress in the leadership of society, headed by the working class 
and under the guidance of its revolutionary party. Within the broad framework of 

the Front for Socialist Democracy and Unity, each writer must show himself to be a 


representative of the new, progressive culture and militate for raising the awareness 
of all the country's citizens. 


k) Our entire literature must be committed more vigorously in the great internation- 
al confrontation between the forces of progress and the forces of the reaction 

and participate in the struggle against imperialism, colonialism and neocolonialism, 
against a backward ideoiogy of the modern capitalist world. The writers have the 
noble duty of participating, through their creation and activities, in the struggle 
dedicated to defending peace, liberty, the people's independence and achieving social 
justice and .juity and creating a better and more just life in the world. 


7. The writers’ national conference calls on the Council of the Union of Writers,its 
bureau, the committees of the writers’ associations as well as leaders of the lit- 
erary publishing houses and magazines published by the Union of Writers to assume 


responsibility for the goals in this program and also mobilize for carrying out the 
following tasks: 


a) Working out a plan of activities for having direct knowledge of the life and work 
of our people, for stimulating all the creative energies of the writers to carry out 
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this program and do deeply truthful work inspired by socialist reality and faith- 
ful to the aspirations of the consciousness of the new man of our society. 


b) All those working in the area of literature are called on to emphasize the qual- 
ity of their work, the exactingness, the ideological and artistic value of a 
literary work,the creation of a work capable of continuing and truly enriching 

our socialist cultural heritage. 


c) They must intensify their activity for providing the conditions so that our 
literature is well-known abroad, within the cultural exchanges with the other coun- 
tries, on the basis of reciprocity. 


d) The action to guide the literary circles in the economic units or cultural set- 
tlements as well as those in the schools, universities and military unite will re- 
ceive a greater share of the life of the union and associations of writers. Through 
the writers who head them and through the propaganda means specific to the union, 
they must be aided in promoting a literature which is valuable from all points of 
view and in contributing to asserting as many talents as possible from among the 
workers. 


e) They are to militate for making broad contacts of Romania's writers with artistic 
creators from all countries, actively participating in international cultural life, 
in the circulation of true, progressive artistic values with a deeply progressive 
nature, which serve man and friendship among peoples and the cause of detente and 
peace. 


f) That spirit of exactingness must be cultivated to dis: urage the appearance of 
poor literary works as artistic value or insufficiently connected with our realities 
md the people's lives, both with regard to the theme of the moder socialist society 
as well as the historical past of the Romanian people. 


g) Special attention must be given to utilizing our literary inheritance in a scien- 
tific critical spirit, rejecting tendencies tounderestimate and to take it over 
without ideological discernment.

i) The Council of the Union of Writers is to take measures so that the leadership 
organs of the union and of the associations as well as the "Cartea Romaneasca” 
publishing house and literary magazines of the unico. and other publications and pub- 
lishing houses where writers are active serve correctly and appropriately both the 
principles and standards of our society as well as the country's laws, the general 
interests of literary development and the unity of all creators with the goal of 

the continued flourishing and enrichment of our socialist culture. 
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4) Colloquiums, symposiums, roundtables are to be organized which periodically 
bring into discussion the central problems in the development of our literary crea- 
tion, ideological aesthetic and ethical problems of the writing community, with 
special attention being given to the commemoration and anniversaries of the coun- 
try's political events and great personalities in culture. 


k) The writers’ associations and sections by literary genres, where they are es- 
tablished, are to take action in the direction of the ideological and political 
guidance of their members to eliminate shortcomings demonstrated, to organize in- 
tense and regular political and public activity for the writers and to have a cor- 
rect and healthy orientation for their creative activity. 


The national writers’ conference of the Socialist Republic of Romania expresses its 
conviction that the adoption and fulfillment of this program, with the high spirit 
of responsibility and firm revolutionary awareness, in accordance with the historic 
decisions of the 12th party congress, will lead to achieving a new quality in crea- 
tive work so that literature, too, will fit into the vast activity carried out by all 
our people for the flourishing of the Romanian socialist society.

ABSENCE OF LATIN FROM SCHOOLS LAMENTED 
Bucharest ROMANIA LITERARA in Romanian 9 Jul 81 p 5

[Text] Recently more and more has been said and written about the Dacian-Getan origin 
of the Romanians. This is a truth which nobody denies. Not even foreigners have de~- 
nied it and from their viewpoint, at least of some of them, they would have had the 
interest in asserting and attempting to prove the groundleseness of this opinion which 
conforms so much with historical truth. There is nothing surprising in this ineiet- 
ance on our ethnic origin. All kinds of ancient origins speak ofven and convincingly 
on the popula-ion found by the Romans, following their two victorious ware which led 
to the conquest of Dacia and, as a result, to ite transformation into a province of 
their vast empire. 


The state of spirit bringing thie attitude resembles very well that of an individual 
who recalls his parents and ancestors—-the former , when they are no longer living-~ 
and seeks to know them in all aspects of their being and to find certain favorable 
specific features and so forth. This ie something that is perfectly understandable 
and, for that reason, not only acceptable but also to be recommended. The person who 
forgets or, what is worse, intentionally ignores his ancestors in the sense that he 
does not want to know anything about them may and should be considered an abnormal 
person. 


The great attention, justifiable in iteelf, which is given to historical rights, actual- 
ly the origin of a nation, however, presents the risk of neglecting or even of bypas- 
sing what is much more permanent, I should say, more basic for his life seen sub 
specie aetermitatis. It is a question of his spiritual existence viewed more from 
the culturai aspect and that of the bearer of his culture, the language, which also 
ie the creator of culture. From this viewpoint, we Romanians are, just as all the 
other Romance peoples, primarily and I would say even nearly exclusively Romans, al- 
though, in numbers, they were much below the Daco-Getans. (I should specify that by 
“Roman” we must understand in this case “Latin,” that is, the Latin language and, 
thus, the culture +. ought and created by it.) If our people rightfully, proudly md 
honorably stand beside the peoples who head mankind frow the cultural viewpoint, this 
fact is due to the Latin  wcvage adopted by the native population conquered by the 
Romans and which became the Romanian language due to the inevitable historical evo- 
lution, but it remained "Latin" in spirit. Por those who still need so-called argu- 
ments, I will give a specific example. As we know, the Romans conquered the en- 

tire Balkan peninsula way before Dacia. Some of its regions, however were not Ro- 
manized. It is a matter of Greece which culturally was superior to the conquerors 





and for that reason linguistically and culturally have resieted on the territory 
inhabited more than 2,000 years ago by the ancestors of the Albanians. Firet, 
they resisted because they were aided by the configuration of the land (generally 
mountainous and, thus, accessible to the invaders with great difficulty) and, it 
seems, by the lack of economic interest of their country for the Romans. This 
explains the fact that the Albaniane preserved the language of their ancestors, 
also having been powerfully influenced (in vocabulary) by Latin and, through it, 
their traditional culture. It would be incorrect not only politically, without 
minimizing the world position of the Albanian people, who are making admirable ef~- 
forte at progress in all areas, 4 comparison between them and the Romanians is 
required in thie context. Anyone easily can see the result. 


The Roman peoples {from East Europe demonetrate their cultural attachment ,aleo 
mixed a little with affection, to “Rome,” among other ways through the thorough 
atudy of the Latin Language in the secondary schools and wiversities. That is 
what we did, too, having etarted officially more than a century ago. Thie was in 
old Romania. Our brothers acrose the mountains began much before that, although to 
a very reduced extent for reasons of the well-known historical conditions. Who has 
not heard of the “Transylvania School,” which awakened the national awareness and 
not only of the Traneylvenian Romanians? And who does not know that this decisive 
action for the fate of our people first took place with the contribution of Latin? 
Should we even speak of the incalculableresulte of this phenomenon in all areas of 
spiritual activity? 


Although it ie incredible, it seems that we do not need Lati. anymore in education. 
It is true that, with regard to the awareness that we are Romanians and that ve 
man somthing in this world as a nation, there might not be «a need to study Latin. 
But is the knowledge of this language which, at least as a spiritual support, my 
be considered universal, reduced to so little? The Romance nations continue to 
study it, although the problem of national awareness there was solved centuries 
before us. But the non-Romance nations (the British, the Germans, the Slave and so 
forth)--why do they study it in school? I think it ie wnecessary to dvell on this. 
What I have said in this modest article, I am sure that any citizen of our country 
thinks and feels. I wrote this as a citizen of this country, not as a linguist, as 
I could have done. Before thinking of the scientific aspect of the problem, I had 
in mind the national, I would even say filial, aspect in the spiritual and, through 
this, ethical sense.
